“Curriculum, hell,’’ said a lo- 
cal politician to White, ‘“‘they 
dun’t give a damn about cur- 
riculum, half of them don’t know 
what the word ‘curriculum’ 
means. School board means jobs 
—it means teachers’ jobs, jani- 
tors’ jobs, bus-driver jobs. They'll 
pass curriculum in five minutes 
and spend two hours arguing 
about who's gonna be bus driver 
on Peapot Route Number One. 
Bus driver means a hundred and 
sixty dollars a month for a part- 
tiine job.” 


In the winter of 1938 the writer, 
answering a request from a 
young principal in a remote rural 
area of Georgia, made a talk at 
his school. The building was a 
disgrace. None of the three 
. board members had been past 
the fifth grade. One, the prin- 
cipal confided in me, ran the 
small general store and was also 
the major moonshiner in the 
county. The level of literacy was 
lew. There was no incentive to 
attend school. 


Folk Dancing — 


The new principal had organ- 
ized and taught a class in folk 
dancing. He also had filled a 
dozen or so large cotton-picking 
sacks with straw for use as gym- 
nasium-type mats and trained a 
team of tumblers. 


The audience was one to break 
the heart. It was, with few ex- 
ceptions, one depressed by gen- 
erations of poverty and educa- 
tional lacks. The faces of three 
old women who wore faded sun 
bonnets and had snuff sticks in 
their mouths remain indelibly in 
the memory of that evening. 


Here, too, local control meant 
teachers to shop at the store, 
bus drivers and teachers po- 
litically beholden, money to spend 
for supplies, etc. These were the 
really important items—not the 
quality of teaching or curriculum, 


There is no quarrel with local 
control of education as a theory. 
But, it has no virtue per se. It 
is more often selfish and ineffi- 
cient, with the main eye on the 
politics and economics of local 
control rather than on educating 
children. 


This also is true of a good 
nine-tenths of the opposition to 
federal aid to education. The 
richer states, which will save to 
pay the bill, have some to say, 
“Why should we pay to educate 
the children of the poorer in- 
come states? They forget the 
mobility of this country’s popu- 
lation. They have not under- 
stood the origin of their slum 
costs in education, welfare, un- 
employment, juvenile delinquency, 
crime, charity hospital costs, etc. 


Low Income States 


Voters in the low income 
states, most of which are in the 
South, have been deceived by 
their political leadership in the 
matter of federal aid to educa- 
tion, as they have in the prob- 
lem of desegregating their 
schools. History is going to deal 
severely with this record of de- 
ception by the public leadership.

U.S., Soviet 
To Confer, 
Rusk Says

NEW YORK—Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk declared here 
Monday that negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on the Berlin situa- 
tion would take place because all 
parties want such talks. 


However, he said, the time, site 
and circumstances of such a 
Soviet-Western meeting had not 
been decided but were under con- 
sideration. He added it was pos- 
sible but not likely—they would 
be held before the Sept. 19 open- 
ing of the 16th General Assembly 
of the United Nations. which is 
expected to bring foreign minis- 
ters to New York. 


CONFIDENT ABOUT TALKS 


The secretary's confidence and 
repeated assertions that talks 
would be held was said by U.S. 
sources to be the firmest declara- 
tion he has made. 


The remarks followed a private 
luncheon meeting with Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold, Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson and other mem- 
bers of the U.S. delegation to 
the U.N. They met privately for 
two hours in Stevenson’s Embassy 


headquarters in the Waldorf 
Towers. 
Rusk indicated the luncheon 


talks had included Berlin, the 
deadlocked disarmament efforts 
and also the Soviet attempt to re- 
place Hammarskjold by a trium- 
virate.

Guinea Blasts U.S. 
In N.Y. Street Fight

NEW YORK—Guinea interjected the question of continued good 
relations with the United States Monday into the case of the recent 
Harlem Street fight between a policeman and one of her diplomats. 


In a formal statement made at 
the United Nations, the African 
republic accused the New York 
City Police Department of racial 
discrimination and brutality. 


This latest development in the 
widening diplomatic tangle over 
the fight early Saturday topped 
off a day in which Police Com- 
missioner Michael J. Murphy 
clearéd the patrolman of any 
blame in the incident that fol- 
lowed a minor automobile acci- 
dent. 


Commissioner Murphy said Pa- 
troyman James O’Grady’s actions 
were ‘“‘proper” and that there 
was no evidence of police mis- 
conduct in the right involving 
Michel Collet, 38, Guinea’s deputy 
permanent representative to the 
United Nations.

GI Sperm Bank 
Urged by Scientist

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind.—A Nobel prize-winning 
geneticist urged Monday night that “banks” of human 
sperm be established for storing the reproductive cells 
of members of the armed forces. 


The scientist, Dr. Hermann J., 


Muller, called it a step toward in- 
suring survival, undamaged by 
radiation, of future generations. 

Men in the armed forces, he 
said at a conference of the 
American Institute of Biological 
Sciences, are likely to be subject 
to more than ordinary radiation 
hazards. 

The sperm banks should also be 
made available to others par- 
ticularly or potentially subject to 
such hazards, he said. He in- 
cluded all persons of reproductive 
age who worked at radiation-pfo- 
ducing laboratories, as well as 
crews and passengers participat- 
ing in high-altitude and space 
flights. | 
CREWS JEOPARDIZED 

While he did not define “high 
altitude’ he said that “prepara- 
tions are afoot for the intensive 


development of commercial flight. 


at such high altitudes as to make 
it likely that the crews and even 
the passengers . . . will receive, 
from cosmic and solar sources 
alone, more ionizing radiation 
than is now taken to be a permis- 
sible total.” 

Use of sperm banks would 
avoid mutations induced by radia- 
tiion, Dr. Muller said. 

A. second step to the survival 
of future generations, he said, 
should be the assignment of the 
younger two-thirds of the popu- 
lation, in Civil Defense emergen- 
cies, to ‘‘a highly preferred po- 
sition in regard to radiation pro- 
tection.” 


Muller, 70-year-old Indiana Uni- 
versity professor of zoology, won 
the Nobel Prize in 1946 for his 
discovery that ionizing radiation 
caused inheritable changes in re- 
productive cells of living organ- 
isms. 


LIKE ANCESTORS 

The plan for deep-freeze stor- 
age of sperm, he said Monday 
night, should eventually be broad- 
ened to include the reproductive 
germ cells of others than those 
who might be exposed to radia- 
tion. This would make it possible, 
he noted, for a family to have 
children embodying outstanding 
characteristics of ancestors or 
others who have been deceased 
for decades. 


He said parents might thus se- 
lect such traits for their children 
as “heartfelt loving kindness, a 
joyful disposition, musical pro- 
clivities, aptness at repartee, 
rapid calculation, courage or en- 
durance.”” 

Success of such a plan would 
depend upon acceptance of arti- 
ficial insemination as a means of 
improving the genetic endowment 
of children.

Berlin crisis dictate the necessity 
of negotiating. !

He said it was possible the is- 
sue would come before the U.N.

Should 
that happen, it would “be en- 
tirely appropriate for the U.N. to 
take the matter under considera- 
tion,”’” Rusk declared.

He also was asked if there was 
not a danger that a shooting war 
could be touched off by some 
chance and an unauthorized move 
by a PFC—private first class.

NO LIMIT ON TALKS 


Rusk also expressed the view 
that negotiations with the Soviet 
Union would not be limited to 
the Berlin question but take in 
the broader issue of Germany 
and the broader situation in Cen- 
tral Europe. 


“T expect the talks to be very 
far-reaching indeed,”’ he declared. 


Rusk said he had wanted during 
his one-day visit in New York to 
give Hammarskjold the general 
views of the United States on Ber- 
lin and also to discuss the top is- 
sues on the forthcoming Assem- 
bly session agenda. He said they 
had not discussed U.S. policy to- 
ward trying to keep Communist 
China out of the United Nations.

—Two Tech-Georgia Bouts Pack Appeal 


When the ten-game platform was erected, educators claimed that 
football players missed too many classes. Now, however, with jet 
transportation teams are usually back on the campus a few hours 
after a game. As.Dodd pointed out, college players used to miss 
more classes on one trip than they now miss during an entire season. 


The ridiculous fad of open date at the tail end of the campaign 
would be erased. Coaches traditionally take this extra week to pre- 
pare for traditional opponents.

For instance, no 
ducats to this fall's spectacular at Grant Field were piaced on gen- 
eral sale at the Flats. Season ticket packages, the allotment to 
Georgia and student ducats emptied the rack. You don’t have to be 
a math major, of course, to figure that twice as many citizens could 
see two games. 


—Rematches Routine in Other Sports 


Dodd readily admits that the additional loot would be welcomed 
on both campuses, where football shoulders the financial load for 
minor sports. 

Two Tech-Georgia contests annually undoubtedly would be 
strongly endorsed by the public and players. So if Dodd can sell 
athletic director Butts and Coach Griffith on the plan, the state 
rivals should play twice. Rematches are held in other college sports 
and in the pro ranks; so why not in college football. Personally, we 
think it would make the season twice as interesting. 


On the topic of additional games, we asked Dodd to air his 
views on the a schedule suggested recently by his old Ala- 
bama buddy, P. W. Bryant. 

“T wouldn’t approve of a spring schedule, ’* Dodd replied, “but 
I would go along with the idea of a game at the end of spring prac- 
tice. Instead of a T-Night game we'd play a regular game. I think 
that the players would like to play a game. Everyone knows that 
spring practice is monotonous to a football player.” 


Griffith didn’t jump on the bandwagon as a leading supporter of 
the 12-game program. ‘That would be just two more games to lose,’ 
quipped the new Georgia coach. He also reserved opinion on two 
games annually with Tech. 


To this department, the Dodd proposals sounded like sound ideas.

Twelve other airlines followed 
American in filing for the new 
fares. But Eastern, Braniff, Mo- 
hawk and Pacific asked that they 
be suspended pending a CAB in- 
vestigation of their practicality 
and necessity. 


The complaints charged that the 
“youth fares’’ would divert too 
many passengers from regular 
fare service. They also said the 
proposal would result in increasing 
the ‘“‘no show” problem because 
youths could reserve regular fare 
space and then cancel at the last 
minute it seats were available at 
half-fare. 


RULES TRIAL PERIOD 

The CAB said these arguments 
were “‘not without considerable 
merit,”” but added that a trial 
period was necessary to show 
whether the objections were valid. 


It said each airline offering 
youth fares must file an evalua- 
tion report every three months, 
s‘.owing in particular any diver- 
sion effects and any aggravation 
of the ‘‘no show” and late can- 
cellation problems.

One woman insisted that 
substituting oleomargarine for 
butter would lessen cholesterol. 
Is this true?—G. N. 


Not exactly. 


Ordinary margarine and butter 
are essentially the same in fat 
content and calories. 


However, there are special mar- 
garines now available that con- 
tain a lesser amount of “saturated 
fats.” It is these saturated fats 
which are currently thought to be 
one—and only one—of several fac- 
tors in the cholesterol problem. 


Anyway, the problem of choles- 
terol isn’t nearly as easy as some 
articles make it out to be. It isn't 
the presence of cholesterol that 
does the damage, because choles- 
terol is a vital substance and we 
all have it. 


The important question is this: 
What makes it accumulate on the 
linings of arteries? After all, peo- 
ple who live solely. on vegetables 
also have cholesterol in the blood- 
stream, because the body’s adroit 
chemistry creates cholesterol 
from whatever is available in the 
line of food. 

That question isn’t answered 
yet. 


My own conclusion, based on 
such information as has been ac- 
cumulated, is simple enough. 


First, let’s do the obvious thing, 

which is to avoid obesity. Sub- 
stantial overweight certainly does 
as much harm as cholesterol—and 
maybe more. So why not put first 
things first? 
_ Second, I think it might do some 
good and certainly will do no 
harm, if we all get in the habit of 
eating less in the way of animal 
fats. There’s no need to avoid 
them entirely, but just to cut 
down. Nowhere else in the world 
do people eat a diet so high in 
fats. 


Third, which is a corollary, why

tion in total fat consumption, 
paren than to quibble over wheth- 
er this kind of stuff to spread on 
the bread is a little better or a 
little worse than some other kind. 


I have eczema in both ears. 
Is there any cure?—Mrs. L. 


Most likely. The probable cause 
is a fungus infection, which pro- 
duces scaling and itching. (Often 
there may be secondary infection. ) 


These fungus infections may 
follow swimming in water that 
happens to carry the fungus. It 
can be quite stubborn to control. 


Alcohol and boric acid, half and 
half, soaked in a pledget of cotton, 
may help. Better still, have a skin 
specialist check to determine the 
exact nature of the trouble. Ec- 
zema outside the ear canal is 
most likely to be an allergy due to 
cosmetics, jewelry, etc.; inside, 
fungus is more likely.

Much of the city now fronts on Lake 
Lanier. At hand are sailing marinas, 
beaches, boating and overnight camp sites. 
On a busy weekend, 15,000 boats churn 
the blue waters of Lanier, where once the 
Chattahoochee River followed its mean- 
dering course. Drive out North Green 
Street to Route 60, within view of watery 
fingers of Lake Lanier, and continue north 
into the hills. Approaching Dahlonega, 
you drive along the Chestatee River. 


Zim. WOODY GAP, a delightful place to 


open a picnic lunch. The Gap overlooks 
the YAHOOLA VALLEY, with Dahlonega 
visible in the distance below. An even 
better view is seen from the top of the fire- 
tower, reached on a mile hike up the trail 
on BLACK MOUNTAIN. 


77m. DAHLONEGA, where the first major

At the Gold Museum, in the old Crown 
Mountain Mine machine shop, six blocks 
from Dahlonega Square, you can try your 
hand at panning in the sluice box. Roll up 
your sleeves, help yourself to a panful of 
dirt, exercise patience and you cannot fail 
to end up with a few flecks of ore. The 
museum is not a commercial venture, but 
an outstanding community project re- 
creating the spirit of the past. Displays 
include coins minted at Dahlonega, nug- 
gets and the old ore-crushing machine. 
For the real old-time mining spirit, head 
for the hills of Crown Mountain and try 
panning in the creeks. 


From Dahlonega, scenic drives lead 
deep into the NATIONAL FOREST. Among 
several loops, try this one: 


Dawsonville 
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79m. Spur road to CANE CREEK FALLS, 


one mile left, a beautiful natural water- 
fall and recreation spot. Although now the 
site of Camp Glisson (Methodist Confer- 
ence grounds), visitors are welcome to use 
the swimming pool, bathhouse and picnic 
tables. Visiting hours are listed on the 
sign posted on the U.S. 19 turnoff. 


86m. STONE PILE GAP, junction State 


Route 60 and U.S. 19, at the memorial 
mound to Princess Trahlyta. According 
to legend, the Cherokee princess retained 
her youth and beauty from the magic 
waters of the spring on CEDAR MOUNTAIN. 
Follow the custom and drop a stone on the 
grave—it may bring good luck. For many 
years the Creeks and Cherokees lived in 
these hills, and fought bloody battles for 
them. Follow Route 60 along the flank of 
CEDAR MOUNTAIN. 


. 93m. SUCHES. This little town in the hills 


was the home of Arthur Woody, the 
ranger who devoted much of his life to re- 
stocking North Georgia with deer, Turn 
right on State Route 180. 


99m. LAKE WINFIELD SCOTT, a beautiful 


lake fed by clear mountain streams, where 
you can enjoy fishing, boating, swimming 
or horseback riding. This National Forest 
recreation area has cottages for rent and 
excellent camping sites. Just beyond lies 
VOGEL STATE PARK, one of Georgia’s most 
popular state parks close to the Appalach- 
ian Trail. A lovely drive between these 
areas takes you through Wolf Pen Gap 
and Sosebee Cove, set aside by the Forest 
Service as a memorial to Ranger Woody. 
The pioneer forester loved the great tulip 
poplars and wildflowers, which are now 
preserved for the enjoyment of all. 


105m. Junction. Turn South on U.S. Routes 


19-129. If the hour is still early, or if you 
are on a weekend trip, you could drive 
North to BRASSFOWN BALD, the highest 
point in Georgia (with a new paved road 
to the summit), or to ANNIE RUBY FALLS, 
deep in the woods. On your one-day trip, 
turn South on Route 19. 


108m. NEELS GAP. According to Cherokee 


myth, the Gap is the abode of Walasi, the 
Great Frog, leader of the ancient “Animal 
Council.” Until the road was completed in 
1925 it was known as Frogtown Gap and 
was crossed only by the Frogtown Indian 
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On this 218-mile trip from Atlanta 
you'll discover many places where 
you'll want to stop and explore. 


130m. DAHLONEGA. Have another look at 


Lumpkin County Court House, one of the 
oldest in the state, or at North Georgia 
College, located on tht site of the old U.S. 
Mint. Stay on U.S. Route 19 and continue 
through DAWSONVILLE, 


184m. ROSWELL, a community of notable 
ante-bellum homes. Turn West on State 
Route 120, to U.S, 41, then Northwest 
around MARIETTA, 


199m. KENNESAW MOUNTAIN NATIONAL 


BATTLEFIELD PARK, commemorating the 
fields where Sherman struck in his first 
frontal attack on Atlanta in June, 1864, 
but failed to penetrate the Confederate 
lines. He then resumed his flanking move- 
ments. You can drive the paved road to 
the crest of scenic Kennesaw Mountain, 
passing trailside exhibits, earthworks and 
cannon. All these will add to your under- 
standing of the tremendous Battle of 
Atlanta, really a sequence of maneuvers, 


“engagements and siege. Return to Atlanta 


on New Marietta Road (U.S. Route 41), 
leading into the Northwest Expressway. 


218m. ATLANTA. At the end of this day’s 


adventure your youngsters may have some 
gold in their pockets to recall the treasures 
of the hills. But the whole family will 
have shared the fun of going places to- 
gether and learning about America. And 
the next time you look at the dome on the 
State Capitol you will recognize the golden 
surface as a treasure of Dahlonega, pre- 
sented by the people of the mountains,
